meet the enemy face to face with a 
forty-five smoking in both hands." 


Sheppard, 24, now with the Fifth 


Army in Italy, has met the enemy 
face to face and he has licked him 
in a melee of mud, rifles, gre- 
nades, pistols and machine guns, 
the New York Herald Tribune says 
in a copyrighted story by Corres- 
pondent Homer Bigart. 


It all began when Sheppard and 


another 
Throckmorton 
resident, 


Sergeant 
Jack 
Sullivan, 
got 


trapped on the slopes of La Difen- 
sa on a reconnaissance patrol. 
They dove into a hole as machine 
gun bullets formed a solid 
wall 


above their heads, Sullivan man- 
aged to escape after lobbing gre- 
nades at the enemy. 


Five 
Germans raced 
toward 


Sheppard's position and he raised 
his rifle, found the sights clogged 
with mud and fired offhand, just 
like Sheriff Jack McWhorter taught 
him to shoot back in Throckmorton 
county, Bigart relates. 


"I was surprised when the first 


one fell," Sheppard said. "I got the 
next one, and then the third one 
comes running to within 20 yards 
before he goes down grabbing his 
belly. The other two started turn- 
ing away. I shot one in the shoulder. 


He had killed two men, wounded 


three and sent others flying. 


After weathering another shower 


of enemy grenades and mortar fire 
Sheppard made his way back to a 
command post where he 
volun- 


teered as a muleskinncr. 


Thinking about what the people 


in Throckmorton might say if they 
heard he was playing nurse to a 
jackass instead 
of meeting 
the 


enemy 
face 
to face, 
Sheppard 
changed his mind. 


His command post officer prom 


ised to send him back to the front 
at dawn.

Sparks he was present in a Phila- 
delphia hotel room during the 1940 
convention when Willkie received 
two telephone calls from , responsi- 
ble members of the party offering 
to'"swing votes his-way on the next: 
ballot if he would promise a, cabi- 
net post for one unnamed person 
and support the vice presidential 
aspirations of another.

Selma 
O'Hare of Phoenix, Arix., and his 
wife, the former Rita Woostcr of 
St. Louis, who now lives in ' San 
Diego, Calif. O'Hare is the father 
of a baby girl.

Liberalization 
of Censorship 
Is Announced 


Washington, Dec. 10 —(#")*— An- 


nouncing a liberalization of volun- 
tary censorship restrictions on the 
press and radio, Director Byron 
Price today placed in his own of- 
fice of censorship greater respon- 
sibility foe clearing material for 
publication and broadqast. 


This fundamental change in cen- 


sorship policy, Price said, "means, 
in effect, that the Office of Cen- 
sorship will itself undertake to act 
as an appropriate authority un- 
der the codes" by passing on ma- 
terial in' 
restricted 
categories 


whether or not it has been 
an- 


nounced officially by other govern- 
ment agencies. The Office of Cen- 
sorship will not, however, originate 
news.

press and radio, Price said .mm- 
erous restrictive requests of the 
government had been eliminated in 
the interest of encouraging a more 
liberal presentation of war news, 
especially regarding war produc-

I 
have found editors who think that 
army regulations issued to public 
relations officers on what should 
not be given out are orders to news 
papers.. They are not and the Wai- 
Department never intended them 
to-be." 


Asked whether.any consideration 


hps been given to a final termina- 
tion of censorship, Price replied:

I can express a personal hope that 
all censorship, not only press and 
radio, but

have been so hurt by our bombing 
that she is able to produce about 
1,500 
planes a month, of 
which 


quite a large percentage are fight- 
ers," he said. "The reason for the 
Iqrge percentage of fighters is the 
fact that the German air force has 
gone from the offensive to the de- 
fensive." 


.With an estimated 1,800,000 per- 
sons made homeless by the air at- 
tacks, Clifton said it had become 
increasingly evident that German 
propagandists werc - chiefly con- 
cerned with the effect on civilian 
morale. 


To counter the air offensive, he 


said, the Germans have had to con- 
centrate the bulk of their fighter 
forces in Western Europe, and this 
— plus the destruction of industrial 
facilities — has contributed to Rus- 
sian and Allied Mediterranean suc- 
cesses. 


'The number of German fighters 


has increased in the west from 
700 in January to over 1,570 in Oc- 
tober," Clifton reports.

Washington, Dec. 10 —(#")*— An- 


nouncing a liberalization of volun- 
tary censorship restrictions on the 
press and radio, Director Byron 
Price today placed in his own of- 
fice of censorship greater respon- 
sibility foe clearing material for 
publication and broadqast. 


This fundamental change in cen- 


sorship policy, Price said, "means, 
in effect, that the Office of Cen- 
sorship will itself undertake to act 
as an appropriate authority un- 
der the codes" by passing on ma- 
terial in' 
restricted 
categories 


whether or not it has been

nounced officially by other govern- 
ment agencies. The Office of Cen- 
sorship will not, however, originate 
news.

His 
northern front, from the North Sea 
eastward, is relatively quiet. On 
the south.the towering Alps protect 
him as Far East as the Balkans, 
except for the battle-front in Italy.

course, is the creation of a huge 
vise by the projected Allied inva- 
sion o£ France. Once he has to de- 
fend that front in a big way with 
infantry, he will be under a strain 
which he cannot long stand.

on top of each other," he 
said,

of what 


those boys did." 


Hc talked to us on a muddy hill- 


side near the front as other infan- 
try moved from their positions to 
attack the heights north of Mag- 
giore. 


"I would be ashamed for you to 


give my name and say I was there 
because they arc the ones who did 
the job and they deserve the credit. 


"They had some tough limes in 


Tunisia, bul I haven't seen any- 
thing to compare to this operation.

The atlack began on Maggiore 


and La Difcnsa the morning of 
Dec. 3 with the heaviest artillery 
barrage of the Italian campaign.

16 hours for troops to carry a box 
of 'C' rations two miles to Ihe peak 
and return to the supply dump at 
the foot of the mountain. 


"In some places, the troops had 


to pull themselves up the slope by 
means of a rope tied to trees or 
rocks. That's bad enough without 
any load on your back, but they 
were carrying equipment and sup 
plies. 


"The litter bearers cjid a magni- 


ficent job. It took six men to'carry 
a stretcher off Maggiore with four 
men in reserve to resl the others. 
Often they were under mortar and 
artillery fire." 


The general told of one captain 


who started up the slopes with 40 
men carrying supplies to the ad- 
vance troops. Slipping, scrambling 
up the trails, they were caught in 
a concentration of 
enemy 
fire. 


Each time they picked 
up their 


burdens and tried again. Finally, 
the captain was killed, but at the 
end of 14 hours, his men completed 
the mission.
